Time was when a hateful form of partisanship would have taken 
advantage and made capital of the delicate situation in which the 
President-elect and his chosen chief adviser found themselves by 
reason of an unconscious infraction of the constitution; time was 
when partisan feeling would have repelled any proposal looking to a 
relief of this painful situation. That time has passed? and we should 
all be grateful for its passing. The desire of practically all members 
of both houses, as evidenced in the present instance, 1s to remove 
every obstacle in the way of the incoming administration, and this in 
utter disregard of partisan considerations or partisan interests. 

This is not because men are less positive or less pronounced or 
less courageous in their political opinions. It 1s simply another indi- 
cation of the tendency toward better methods and higher ideals. It 
it another and a striking illustration of the fact that when men are 
actuated by impulses born of their better selves, or their real selves, 
they reverse what is regarded as the ordinary method of doing 
things—not only in politics but in all other walks of life—and do 
the right thing, naturally and easily, because it 1s the right thing to 
do. 

The ordinary method of proceeding in the Knox case would 
have been for the senator's political friends to have made an offen- 
sive demand upon his political enemies, and tor the latter to have 
resorted to every device known 1n political trickery to upset the plans 
of their political foes. : 

A course quite contrary to this was taken, and the political 
opponents of Mr. Knox became, 1f anything, more anxious than his 
political friends that he should suffer no hardship. 
| All of which goes to prove that the leaven of good-feeling is 
operating steadily and effectually, if modestly and silently, in this 
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\ ramous Cliunese teacher, himselt the 
interpreter of Taoism, has assured an unbe- 
heving world that there is such a thing as 
leaving people alone, but that there 1s no 
such thing as. governing mankind. The 
interview with Dr. Sun Yat-sen, at Singa- 
pore, printed in today’s Monitor, sounds like 
the voice of Chuang Tzu coming out of the 
centuries of the past. Dr-.Sun Yat-sen is a 
revolutionist with a story which if it was 
printed would read more like a romance, but he dismisses revolutions 
as things of little account. They ripple the surface of the stream ot 
filial piety for a moment, but it goes rolling on unchecked through 
the ages. It is this unwritten law of filial piety, and the unwritten 
custom of the villages, which, he says, constitute a form of demo- 
cratic government that existed before the civilized barbarians of the 
west had learned to cook their food, and that.is transmitted verbally, 
from father to son, while “the written laws accumulate the dust in 
the blissful recesses of the imperial library.”’ This accounts for the 
fact, insisted on by one of the sages, that the people of China had 
learned so completely the art of minding their own business that 
men lived within sound of the dog-barks and cock-crows of the 
neighboring villages, and never acquired the vice of paying visits. 
‘In plain English, it is the law of the commune and not the law of 
the empire, which, according to Dr. Sun Yat-sen, governs China,.and 
that law of the commune is summed up 1n the phrase “ancient cus- 
tom,”’ to-an extent that would have astonished even Plutarch himself, 
when he committed to writing that famous maxim, “Cust@in is 
almost a second nature.” 

[do nothing, says the inspirer of Quietism, as that philosophy 1s 
understood in China, and everything will be accomplished. That is 
presumably why the status quo has been maintained in the country

Music needed in New York is some influence to 
make music unpopular as an*‘accompaniment 
and 10 eating. But if music is popular in New 
York restaurants, New York diners will not 
readily relinquish it. It seems likely that 
the ‘Times would make more progress if it 
instituted a campaign for improvement in 
restaurant music. Popularity imphes some- 
thing which the people like, confident as the Times may be that 
patrons would not miss it, and convinced though it declares itself, 
that few people like it. It is almost certain that the restaurant 
keeper knows his patrons better than one who has never made a 
special study of eating houses, except to find for himself a comfort- 
able seat where he may take his ease according to his own tastes.

This great procession, which will for hours pass by 
the reviewing stand in front of the White House, will be notable for 
more than numbers, it will include the most characteristic features 
of the nation’s life. 

sut While the inauguration attracts to the city of Washington 
more than 100,000 guests, and though the eyes of the nation are 
turned in imagination to view the ceremony on the steps of the 
Capitol, when the oath of office is taken which makes the people's 
choice the people's President, the inauguration ceremony is not an 
essential function of the federal government, since the oath of office 
could be administéred in the depths of an Adirondack forest as well 
as on the Capitol steps, and where a Vice-President has come into the 
office of President, by reason of circumstances impossible to foresee, 
the induction into office has been without this feature of jubilation 
and display. Hence it has become somewhat common to criticize 
the inauguration as a superfluous ceremonial. F

There are over 80,000,000 people repre- 
sented by proxy in this function and it stands today as the greatest 
democratic demonstration known to the world. 


Ir Looks very much as 1f the Liberty Bell 
would not be able to make the journey to the 
Puget Sound country this vear, even if the |

Alaska-Yukon-Pacitic exposition. Indeed, 
it seems now as if the Laberty Bell itself 
would be the principal obstacle in the way of 
its triumphal trip across the continent. and all 
Philadelphia is disturbed. So far, there is, of course, no way of 
telling whether the Laberty Bell really wants to see the country where 
flow the Willamette and the Columbia, or whether it 1s anxious to 
remain in the country where flow the Delaware and the Schuylkill. 
All that is positively known is that the crack in the bell has been 
growing considerably since the agitation for its removal began, and 
that it is now seventeen inches longer than it was before Portland, 
Seattle, the new Northwest and the management of the Alaska- 
Yukon-Pacific exposition commenced to yearn for its temporary 
possession. It 1s said that the crack in the bell is so narrow as to 
be invisible to the naked eye—that it can only be perceived at present 
through a magnitying glass. 

It is almost impossible, we are aware, for an outsider to advise 
with regard to so delicate a matter, but if one were going to take the 
risk of doing so one could hardly avoid recommending some such 
course as this: That they start the bell toward the West. When it 
reaches Ohio, or Indiana, or Illinois, or Iowa, or Nebraska, if the 
crack shows signs of widening that they at once start tt back to Phila- 
delphia. On the other hand, 1f the crack remains as narrow as it is 
now when the bell crosses the Missour1 at Omaha, or the Platte near 
Lincoln, that they hurry it on to the welcoming and enthusiastic 
Puget Sound country, where every preparation will have been made 
for its hospitable reception. On general principles we should sav 
that the change will do the bell good. [t is evidently cracking 
because it has had such a dry time of it lately. 
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IN ENTERING upon a campaign for the bring- 
ing about of unitornuty in the laws of the 
several states, the National Civie TI'ederation 
has become engaged in) a work which 
pronuses usefulness in the highest degree. 
Such a movement has long been desirable, 
and considering the times the probabilities of 
Its success are better than ever. Conflicting 
and contradictory laws in the different states 
have caused no end of confusion; the wonder 
is, indeed, that they have not led more trequently to serious friction 
or called more frequently for federal interference. Without going 
back to the border troubles of the fifties, mmstances will doubtless 
be recalled in which the absence of uniformity in the state laws has 
led to political difficulty and private annovance. 

The many ways in which the absence of uniformity works 
injury to the people have been frequently made clear, and not the 
least of the indicated evils has been the undermining of public respect 
for the law. This could not very well be otherwise, when its con- 
flicting and contradictory operation is taken into consideration. As 
Professor Seligman of Columbia University has shown, ‘tan unequal 
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tax on a farmer in one state may make it difficult for him to sell his 
product in the world’s market; an unjust tax upon the manufacturer 
or business man may drive him out of business in that state; an 
unfair tax upon a corporation may cause it to move to another state. 
Action by any state 1s sure to react upon its neighbor. The business 
ot the United States has become national and internattonal.”’ 

Klihu Root and other statesmen of recognized abilitv have 
recently pointed out that the states will the better preserve their in- 
dividual integrity by doing those things which 1f neglected the federal 
government will find it necessary to do. They can manage their own 
local attairs better than the national government can manage them. 
providing they recognize all of their responsibility to the country at 
large and to each other. 

The bringing about of uniformity in the laws of the states will 
be a long step in the direction of assuring them a continuance of 
their sovereignty, in the best sense of that term.

The carrying capacity of the steamship and 

the steamboat and the hauling capacity of 

the locomotive are in these days all important factors in the deter- 

munation of freight rates. Great vessels require great depth of 

water, long and heavy freignt trains require great locomotives and 

heavy rails—all are responsive to the tremendous growth of the 

carrying business and to the never-ceasing demand for the cheapen- 

ing of transportation so that the raw products and manufactures of 

the country may be more widely distributed with profit alike to the 
transportation company and the shipper. 

The business of the great lakes, as this newspaper has recently 
shown, has kept pace with the development of the country. No one 
who has not witnessed the passing of the mighty procession of lake 
vessels through the straits and the Soo can have anything like an 
adequate conception of the; magnitude of our internal water com- 
merce. Some idea of it, however, may be obtained from the fact that 
in the “good year” of 1907 the shipments of domestic merchandise 
from lake ports amounted to approximately 75,000,000 tons. Wheat 
shipments alone aggregate over 100,000,000 bushels annually. 

The draft of lake vessels has been increasing gradually for a 
number ot years, rapidly during the last decade. The change from 
light to deep draft has forced among other things the removal of 
the tunnels beneath the Chicago river, the deepening of all river 
channels trom the lakes, where they are used by shipping, and costly 
improvements’ of the canals. The draft of lake vessels is now far 
less than it should be, but its maximum is determined by the channel 
which in many places will not admit of the passage of vessels draw- 
ing over eighteen feet. 

The present movement for channel improvement on the great 
lakes 1s the most comprehensive in scope that has thus far been 
entered upon, and if, as expected, it shall result in the creation of a 
channel of twenty-one feet between Chicago and Buffalo it will add 
many millions annually to the value of the lake commerce.

that were once met within the boundaries of the home. The pioneers 
of this country contended with adverse nature to make themselves 
homes. ‘They mude the trees into houses to fence them from the 
cold, and they sowed seed in the wilderness that they nught have 
food. In the home shelter went on the industries of home, the 
spinning of wool and flax, the weaving of cloth, the making of gar- 
ments, the storing and preserving of food. But times have changed 
and the work once done for a few in the home must now be done 
for the many with the aid of machinery in the factory. But there 
is a sad commentary upon these new conditions, and that is that chil- 
dren are at work in the mills. They do not have the consideration 
and the care which the home would provide. If the work that used 
to be done mainly in the home is being done in the factories now 


for the benefit of the homes, why may not the workers do their work 


amid homelike conditions? The men we call dreamers, who are really 
prophets, have given us many pictures of ideal conditions in the 
future, and made it clear that men by love and cooperation can extend 
the boundaries of home life until all mankjnd 1s comtorted, and indi- 
vidual men and women are inspired to work for the common good. 

Already we may see signs that the idea 1s gaining acceptance. 
We read the prospectus of new manufacturing establishments and 
find that provision is planned for the comfort ot the workers; tables 
where they may have good food, rooms where they may read or rest, 
halls where they may gather for debate or instruction are arranged 
for. This is just the extension of dining room, library and parlor, 
from the individual home to include those who without such provision 
would be homeless. But as vet the little ones seem to be forgotten 
and neglected. William Hard, who has studied the factory problem, 
ventures to dream that in 1958 there will be cooperative day nurseries 
where factory women may send their children, thus being able to 
afford them “more light, more air, better food and better nurses than 
they had been able to afford individually.” This would be the 
extension of the limits of home by what he calls “‘cooperative par- 
entage."’ Something of this sort may be worked out sooner than 
he expects, since many are longing for the brotherhood of man to 
become practise rather than theory.
